v illages destro y ed?

Treitschke and Bernhardi which do minated the German peo ple— the spirit 


which glo rifies war as an aim in itself and do es no t abho r it as ev il? 


“ W ere tho se peo ple no t right who said that amo ng us it is still the 


feudal knights and junkers and the caste o f warrio rs who rule and who fix 


o ur Ideals and o ur v alues— no t the civ ilian gentlem en? 


“ Were they no t right who said that the lo v e o f duelling, which inspires 


o ur y o uth at the univ ersities, liv es o n in tho se who guide the fo rtunes o f 
the peo ple? ” 


No allied spo kesman co uld hav e drawn a clearer indictm ent o f the 


German go v ernm ent. 
Lichno wsky is ex pected to suffer lo ng impriso nment 


fo r his ex po se, and po ssibly death.

mans hav e heard it, and the who le natio n ev entually w ill hear it.

DISLOYALIST or one out of sympathy with the war is at best a pest 


and an aggrav ation; at bis worst he may be a grav e danger. 
Each in 


the state should be identified, and, if he refuses to be conv erted, should 


he dealt with in such a way as to make him harmless. But none should be 


illegally dealt with. 
Each can be reached by the law. 
Public opinion can 


be effectiv e without resorting to mob v iolence. 
Gov ernor F rank O. Lowden, 


speaking on this subject, has put the issue forcefully. 
He said: 


“ Patriotism is a thing of such fine and pure material It cannot be 


made the cloak for any crime. 
The real patriot lov es his country so well 


that its fair name is dearer to him than all else. 
H e knows that its au ­ 


thority is denied, its honor tarnished, its power weakened whenev er mob 


law rules. 
Our soldiers are engaged in the greatest battle of history to 


uphold the principle that men are able to gov ern themselv es under laws 


which they themselv es hav e made? 
Shall we permit this principle to fail 


at home? 


“ While defects in our laws may prov oke they do not excuse the com­ 


mission of crime in the name of patriotism. 
The loyalty of the citizen in 


this crisis is measured, not alone by his efforts to defeat enemy, but eq ually 


by his efforts to m aintain law and order at home.”

“ The o ne job which we hav e on hand at preient is winning the great 


w ar,” say s Mr. Fo ley , “and it follows th at ev ery person who Is able to 


wo rk, but who 
is not at wo rk, is a liability instead of an asset to his country, 


and sho uld be held up to scorn. 
I firmly believ e that a strong public senti­

the idlers that they would be driv en to work.

In the thirty -second chap­ 
ter of Deuteronomy God is referred 
to as “a God of truth, and without 
iniquity , just and right is he." Jesus 
said “God is a Spirit," or, as the re­ 
vised version of the New restaineiU 
puts it, "God is Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth.’ 
John, the be­ 
loved disciple of Jesus, said: 
He 
that loveth not knoweth not God; 
fur God is love.” 
Christian Science also defines God 
infinite, changeless, perfect, good. 
God, good, being infinite, is limitless 
in capacity , presence, 
power, and 
activity .

Christian Science further declares 
Cod to be infinite Mind, or divine 
Principle. But when using Principle 
a • a name for God, ('hristian Scien­ 
tists do not think of something ab­ 
stract. 
Mrs. Eddy , in Science and 
Health, seldom refers to

as 
Principle unless she 
combines it 
with the word Love. She say s, for

“divine Love,” and that

which is sy nony mous with divine 
Love must be loving, tender, and 
merciful as well as exact, invariable, 
and impartial.

The only basis 
or foundation of all reality . 
CAUSE AND EFFECT 
Since nothing is more certain than 
that effect must be like cause, Chris- 
,iau Science shows that God, the only . 


first chapter of Genesis and the ac­ 
count beginning with the seventh 
verse of the second chapter are so 
different as to be absolutely irrecon 
cilable. 
TRUE AND FALSE CREATION 
The first record of creation de 
clares 
that 
“the heavens and 
the 
earth were finished, and all the host 
of them.” This finished universe of 
God is said to have been recognized 
by Him as being “ very good." This 
very good and complete universe, 
according to the record, Included 
man created “in the image of God.” 
The second and materialistic account 
of creation is the very opposite of 
the spiritual record which precedes 
it. Man, instead of being the image 
of the eternal God, is said to have 
been made of temporal matter. 
In 
this story it is not even claimed that 
man is the likeness of God. 
Man 
who in the first chapter is recorded 
as part of God’s perfect, 
finished 
creation, is here supposed to have 
been re-created or remodeled from 
clay . But why a divinely intelligent 
creator would have need to remodel 
a perfectly good universe or 
any 
part thereof is not explained. 
If one accepts the first record of 
creation he will be obliged to reject 
the second account if he would be 
logical. 
Christian Science accepts 
the first or Elohistic record 
as a 
statement of spiritual creation, and 
explains the second or 
Jehovistlc 
account as un allegory 
evidently 
intended by its author to depict the 
belief in a material creation. 
That 
Christian believers in general and 
theologians in particular pay much] 
more attention to the my thical ac­ 
count than to the scientific record is 
to be regretted. Their emphasis in 
sernlons and otherwise is frequently 
laid upon what they term “fallen” 
man. 
The tenacious belief in this 
my th witn its “dust man,” created 
by an anthropomorphic God, is re­ 
sponsible for all the ills to which 
flesh is heir. Mortal history is little 
more than a recital of the woes, the 
suffering, the tragedies which result 
from failure to 
discriminate 
be­ 
tween the true and the false. 
The 
supposed naturalness 
and 
inevita­ 
bility of disease and death are due 
primarily to a false, material sense 
of man's origin and nature. W here­ 
as the understanding that man is 
the spiritually created and immor­ 
tal likeness of divine Mind makes 
freedom from these evils 
certain. 
According to Christian Science noth­ 
ing is really natural but good, and 
nothing is inevitable but the triump h 
of good. 
FI TTING OFF THE OLD MAN 
Through understanding 
the 
su­ 
premacy , the omnipotence of good, 
Christian Scientists are proving step 
by step their ability to comply with 
the injunction of Paul to "p ut off 
the old man" (the mortal, material, 
sinful sense of m an), and to "p ut on 
the new man" (the immortal, spirit 
ual, sinless manhood), which 
“is 
created in righteousness and 
true 
holiness.” In this endeavor they are 
finding that their success is in pro 
portion to 
the 
faithfulness 
and 
persistence with which they return 
in thought to the fundamental fact 
which is the basis of all right think 
ing and living, namely , that when 
God made all that is and pronounced 
it “ very good," He made man in His 
likeness: and that nothing has since 
happened or will ever happen to un­ 
make or undo God’s perfect work 
The writer of Ecclesiastes said: "1 
know that, whatsoever God doeth, 
it shall be for ever: nothing can be 
put to it, nor any thing taken from 
it.’’ And on page 5 57 of Science and 
Health Mrs. Eddy say s:
